bers of the Chihli military party, 
and members of the Peking gov- 
ernment were flatly charged by 
the Diplomatic Corps with being 
responsible for failure to free the 
captives at Paotzuku. 

The entire corps summoned be- 
fore it Admiral Wu Yu-Lin, Min- 
ister of Communications, who has 
just returned from Tsao Chwang 
where negotiations with the ban- 
dita were being conducted. Wu 
was told in no uncertain terms by 
the foreign diplomats, including 
Dr. Jacob G. Schurman, American 
Minister, that, the government 
having failed to keep its promise 
to withdraw its troops from about 
Paotzuku, full responsibility for 
the release ‘of the prisoners lay 
on the shoulders of the government 
and the Chih!! party chiefs. 

It was pointed out to Admiral 
Wu that. despite repeated prom- 
ises by Premier Tsang Cao-Tseng 
and Marshal Teao Kun that the 
government forces would be called 
off, they never had retired more 
than one mile. 

Hitherto members of the Chinese 
government had sought to lay re- 
sponsibility for fallure to obtain 
the prisoners’ release at the. door 
of the foreign Diplomatic Corps, 
which, they said, by insisting on 
pacific measures in dealing with 
the bandits, had prevented Peking 
acting on fits own initiative and tn 
reality had extended protection to 
the outlaws. 

The diplomats, however, made itt 
clear today that such an argument 
was groundless, since the govern- 
ment troops never had been with- 
drawn. 

The Chinese Cabinet met today 
to consider the bandit situation 
and immediately there developed 
a difference of opinion between 
Tien Chung-Yu, tuchun or mili- 
tary governor of Shantung, and 
Tsao Kun, militarist chieftain of 
the Chihll party and’ inspector- 
general of Shantung. Tien de- 
manded immediate military action 
against the bandits who are hold- 
ing the foreigners captive in the 
Paotzuku hills. THe Cabinet ad- 
journed without taking any action. 


MORALE WEAKENING 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—An of- 
ficial dispatch received from Pek- 
ing by the State Department to- 
night said the morale of the pris- 
oners held by the Chinese bandits 
was “becoming lower.” The mes- 
sage indicated none of the 
captives had been put to death, 
Cespite the threat of the brigands’ 
leaders to kill two of them if 
their terms were not complied with 
by the Chinese government by 
yestérday, 

The cablegram, sent by Jacob 
Gould Schurman, the American 
Minister, stAted that the bandits 
were “showing indications of a de- 
fire to negotiate.” Sanitary conili- 
tions in their stronghold were re- 
ported as “very bad.” and Schur- 
man said every effort was being 
made to supply the Americans and 
other foreigners still held prisoners, 
with food and other supplies. 

Meager offffial advices from 
China teday contained no tnforma- 
tion except that the Peking diplo- 
matic corps, at the suggestion of 
Jacob Gould Scnaurman, the Anier- 
ican Minister, planned to send an 
“international commiesion” to 
Tsao Chang with instructions to 
investigate and report relative to 
the negotiations for the rele of 
foreigners held captive by Chinese 
bandits. 

An announcement issued by the 
State Department gave no intima- 
tion that the commission would be 
empowered to deal with the ban- 
dits directly in the name of the 
governments represented, thus 
waiving the obligation of the 
Peking government to procure the 
release of the prisoners. The func- 
tion cf the international commis- 
sion apparently was confined to in- 
vestigation. 

Minister Schurman’s brief mes- 
sage came after a silence of near- 
ly forty-eight hours which State 
Department officials were at a loss 
to explain. Reference was made 
by him, however, to a full report 
he had forwarded on a méeting 
of the Peking diplomats which be- 
gan Monday. Such a message has 
not been received here and it is 
assumed that complete under- 
standing of today’s advices and of 
the specific purposes of the inter- 
national commigsion plan depends 
upon the missing cablegram.

Occasionally one runs across an 
oriental standing before a razed 
building, gazing at it with a sort 
of philosophical -calm. After a 
time he shrugs his shoulders and 
saunters away, exuding an jmpres-, 
sion of supreme indifference. 

Yesterday there were approxi- 
mately 3000 Chinese in the de- 
stroyed district. Today there aren't 
a third that number. 

I asked a Chinese merchant 
what had become of them. He 
shrugged his shoulders expressive- 
ly and replied in effect, that they 
had “hit the trail” for the wilds 
of Baja California, where they in- 
tend to work. 

Many of the Chinese who suf- 
fered losses as a result of the fire 
are not protected by insurance. A 
magy of them are ruined, 
financially, but not for long. This 
same Chinese informed me _ that 
the tongs of those who are unable 
to stage a “‘come-back” will finance 
them in any contemplated enter- 
prise consistent with the honor and 
dignity of the tong. 


TONG WILL ASSIST 
My informant told me also that 
this fire would cost everyone of the 
4000 Chinese tn Baja California 
at least $200—their contribution 
to the cause of rehabilitating their 
unfortunate brethren.

LONDON, May 23. — It was 
learned in London today that 
George W. Davies of Excelsior 


Springs, Missouri, is contesting the 
will of his wife, Julia Btowe Woods 
Davies, Gaughter of Dr. William 
Stowe Woods, millionaire banker 
of Kansas City, by which she 
leaves a fortune estimated at $14,- 
000,000 to Capt. Harry Zeitun, a 
former British army officer, police 
court interpreter, tourist guide, 
an undischarged bankrupt, “in 
token of his affectionate care and 
protection.” . 

The will, made at the Savoy 
Hotel in London a year ago by 
Mrs. Davies, made Zeitun the sole 
legatee to the whole property in 
England and America, expressly 
excluding the husband from any 
share in the estate. 

The will was drawn up by a 
reputable firm of London solici- 
tors, advised by D. Campbell Lee, 
a leading American barrister in 
London, and as far as they can 
tell is perfectly unassailable. 

Davies 
in Rome in January, 1922, and 
when Mrs. Davies fell ilj there he 
offered his services and help in 
getting the best medical advice.

LAUSANNE, May 23..-— The 
Allies have abandoned a formal 
session of the Near East confer- 
ence: probably until Saturday in 
order to seek settlement of trouble- 
some problemas, avoid a rupture 
of the conference and find a solu- 
tion of the Greco-Turk differences 
arising over reparations. An ef- 
fort is being made to straighten 
out the reparations matter by in- 
ducing Greece to cede territory to 
Turkey in return for renunciation 
of an indemnity. 

The British delegation has is- 
sued a long statement reviewing 
the work and affirming that much 
had been accomplished. It adds 
that both the Allies and Turkey 
want peace, but “there is no 
heroic short cut to the end all are 
seeking.” 

The British statement says the 
Allies have prepared a new for- 
mula for judicial safeguards for for- 
eigners in Turkey which they hope’® 
will at least afford a basis for dis- 
cussion and concludes with an ap- 
peal for patience, because the 
Allies are dealing with a new 
Turkish government which is in- 
tensely sensitive with regard to 
its sovereign rights.

DEATHS ACCIDENTAL 


Coroncr’s Jury Fixes No Blame for 
Veterans’ Fatality 
By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 

SAWTELLE, May [23.—A Coro- 
ner’s jury today found that the 
deaths of John Upthegrove, 8&6 
years of age, and T. M. Marshall, 
74, both inmates of the Old Sol- 
diers’ Home, were due to an un- 
avoidable accident. 

The two veterans were killed 
Sunday when they were struck Dy 
a Bay Cities Transit Company pas- 
senger bus operated by W. M. 
Stone. Upthegrove died instantly 
and his companion expired a few 
hours after the accklient at the 
Leamsheir Hospital. The inquest 
into their deaths was conducted by 
County Coroner Frank Nance. 

Conflicting testimony was given 
at the inquest by various witnesses. 
Some stated that the bus was travr- 
eling at an excessive rate of speed, 
while others declared that the two 
veterans attempted to beat the bus 
across the street, became confused 
and stopped directly in its path. 

Despite the jury's verdict Stone 
is being held at the County Jail 
pending a more thorough investi- 
tion into the accident. The acci- 
dent occurred on Santa Monica 
Boulevard rear Eleventh street. 
The iaquest was conducted in the 
Old Soldier« Home mortuary.

America cannot always get the 
class of immigragts most desired and it 
is up to the government to see that we do 
Bot get many of the class we do not want. 


ALIFORNIA POINTS THE WAY 

Ten years ago the eyes of the nation 
were directed on Claifornia because of the 
new experiments in popular government 
that were being made at Sacramento. The 
radicals were jubilant, while the conserva- 
tive thinkers of the country were politely 
skeptical. President Taft was here about 
that time. He listened with his character 
istic courtesy to what the idealists had to 
say for government by commission and by 
town meetings, and replied that it would 
be interesting to observe the result of the 
experiment on so intelligent an electorate. 

He then observed that all the so-called 
new ideas had been tried before in other 
communities and that none of them had 
survived. He was not impressed with the 
idea that the government should do for 
the people what most authorities on politi- 
cal economy held that the people should 
do for themselves. He ‘said that paternal- 
ism had never been an incentive to indus- 
try. 

Loud were the denunciations of the ideal- 
ists of the reactionary opinions of the Pres- 
ident. They said he represented an era 
that was closing, an era when the people 
were oppressed by a governing ciass. 
Everybody was going to govern in Califor- 
nia and everybody was going to be rich 
and happy. When the people governed 
there’ would be more freedom and less 
taxes. 

California is again attracting the atten- 
tion of the rest of the nation by reason of 
what has been taking place at Sacramen- 
to. This time it is the thoughtful, serious 
students of political economy who are com 
manding, and the idealists and radicals 
who are voicing their censure. Under Gov. 
Richardson California is pointing the way 
to a lower cost of government. The re 
sult of the late legislative session has been 
a reduction alike in the amount of legis 
lation and in the expense of the State. . 

For the first time in tem years the tax- 
payers were represented. Other States are 
pointing to what California has done as an 
example of conservative progress. The 
government is no longer an experiment 
station for half-baked political theories. 
The cost of government has received se 
rious consideration. California is pointing 
to other State governments the way back 
to normalcy. 

In this jatest departure there is nothing 
to frighten away prospective investors. 
There is no bid for radical support. The 
Governor has not made use of his office as 
a stepping stone to the Presidency. He 
has nogambition to leave his own State. 
He is contented with California. His great- 
est desire is that no citizen shall say that 
the burden of government was rendered 
heavier because Friend Richardson was 
elected ernor. He has not lost the 
touch ofjthose who pay the taxes. He has 
sympa with those who give of their pro- 
duction that the State shall be well gov- 
erned. He has not pampered the State 
employees in order to secure their political 
allegiance. 

Such 4 policy has subjected him to ma 
licious cism. But it has been truly 
said that. criticism never kills aught that 
is worthy to survive. The “progressive’ 
policies fell of their own weight. The bur- 
den of taxation they entailed was greater 
than the pu was willing to bear. The 
average taxpayer took no pride in discov- 
ering that the per, capita cost of govern- 
ment under “progressive” rule was mor@ 
than dovbié™that of the other American 
States. He asked himself whether the 
goods were worth the price. And he gave 
his anewer when Gov. Richardson was 
elected last November. 

‘,To date the Richardson admigistration 
bas been no disappointment His perform- 
ance has been equal to his platform prom- 
ises; and the people of the State are rath- 
ergrateful than otherwise that he has been 
denounced by the politicians. 

Under Johnson and Stephens a political 
aristocracy was established in Californig 
There was a governing class that loved the 
people of the State in the same manner 
that the wolves love the sheep. Politics 
bad become a business; and commissions 
were multiplied until the California pay 
roll was double that of a majority of the 
American; States. Titat system has been 
discarded and the taxpayers are breathing 
a sigh of relief. 

California is now making a record that 
necessitates no apologists. It has a gov- 
ernment based on the fundamental princt- 
ples enunciated in the Constitution and in- 
dorsed by generations of able and patriotic 
statesmen. It is the kind of government 
that Washington advocated and Lincoln 
loved, a go@ernment that takes into con- 
sidera the ability to pay of the gov-

Senator Ladd confided to his audience 
that he was one of the organizers of the 
farm bloc in Congress and one of its lead- 
ers. It is his evident intention to divert 
a movement which was intended to im- 
prove agricultural conditions into an as- 
sault on the Constitution, by attacking one 
of ite strongest defenses. 

Senator Ladd will probably protest that 
be is not attacking the Constitution, but 
the Supreme Court's interpretation of it. 
He may be unaware where the shaft that he 
aims will land.

That is the kind of attack Senator Ladd 
is inaugurating. He would deprive the 
Supreme Court of the right to pass on the 
constitutionality of acts of Congress, even 
of those of the State Legislatures. If that 
rigkt were withdrawn the Constitution 
would itself be rendered impotent. The 
whole object of a written constitution is 
to limit the lawmaking power of legislative 
assemblies. It contains certain fundamen- 
tal principles that can be modified or an- 
nulled only with the consent of the gov- 
erned. In the case of the Federal Consti- 
tution there must be ratification by three- 
fourths of the States. Amendments to a 
State constitution must be submitted to a 
vote of the whole electorate. 

The Supreme Court is not infallible. It 
may have made mistakes.

If the Senate were made supreme, 
which it would be if the power of review- 
ing Congressional enactmentg were an- 
nulled, how could there be any improve- 
ment? 

Senator Ladd represents an agri

ing the agricuitural interests and less to 
attempting to,demolish the buiwarks that 
make constitutional government in this 
country possible. When the Constitution 
falls the federation known as the Uaited 
States ‘will fall. Whoever attacks the sup 
ports of the Constitution attacks the Con- 
stitution itself. If the farm Bloc has nothb- 
ing better to offer than was expressed in 
Senator Ladd’s address it will not secure 
much support outside purely radical groups.

There was a time when the vogue for 
“free verse,” instituted by Amy Lowell, 
Ezra Pound and others of the new school, 
threatened to destroy what little true poet- 
ry was left to a generation that found 
Keats tiresome, had outgrown Loagfellow 
and parodied Poe. 

It was about the same time that jazz mwas 
attempting to change music from a heart- 
beat to a stomachache and to*dedicate the 
art of dancing to the disease of St. Vitus. 

But fads and fashions only froth the sur 
face, while sentiment lies buried forty fath- 
oms deep under the flowing and ebbing 
tides of inspiration. 

Jazz is not displacing the Massical in mu- 
sic. On the contrary, like the lean swine 
in Joseph's dream, the old style is swal- 
lowing the new vogue, so that jazz to re- 
tain its hold on the public must now take 
on some semblance to a Chopin nocturne 
or suggest a Beethoven sonata. 


Stranger than this, however, ig the fate 

of “free verse,” supposed to herald a revo- 
lution in the art of poetry and render all 
previous forms archaic and moribund. Free 
verse ig taking us forward by leading us 
back and so may end its pilgrimage, not 
at the gates of a lunatic asylum, but near 
the altar steps of a cathedral. - 
» These poetic iconoclasts, thinking them 
selves innovators, destroyers, futurists, 
were all the time harking back to first prin 
ciples. 

From the es that have mas 
queraded as poetry in the columns of some 
of the ultramodern apd supersophisticated 
magazines to the last volume of free verse, 
James Oppenheim's “Golden Bird,” the trend 
from the worse to the better can be plain- 
ly seen. The “Golden Bird,” by pointing 
the way to what this transient cult may 
ultimately attain for us, will reconcile 
many to the distorted mirror that for a 
while reflected its subconscious inspiration. 

What do we gather from such lines as 
these? “Blue seas break in my beart, sun 
waters drench the shores of my spirit.” 
“And in my soul is the perfume of cool wa- 
ter lilies.” No modern cult Inspired these 
utterances. They were not made in Green- 
wich Village. 

Developed to its loftiest ideals, free verse 
takes us back to the oldest and noblest of 
all poetic dorms—“The Psalms of David.” 

This is a good trail for modern poetry 
to take since it reaches the higher moun- 
tain peaks, Righer than Poe, than Longfel- 
low, than Keats were able to climb. It can 
inspire, it can uplift, it can bring nearer 
perfection the work of all who follow its 
pathway. Of course, it can never hope to 
produce anything to equal the inspired 
original of all prose-poems, the Twenty- 
third Psalm.
